IN FLIGHT EMERGENCY PROCEDURES 


WE DO NOT ANTICIPATE ANY MECHANICAL 
PROBLEMS; HOWEVER, AN EMERGENCY BRIEFING IS 
REQUIRED BY REGULATIONS. 

IN THE EVENT OF AN EMERGENCY SITUATION, 
EITHER RECOGNIZED BY YOURSELF OR ANNOUNCED 
BY THE CREW, PLEASE INSURE THAT YOUR SEAT 
BELT IS SECURELY FASTENED AND EXTINGUISH ANY 
SMOKING MATERIALS. 

IF A FORCED LANDING SEEMS IMMINENT. WITHOUT 
LEAVING YOUR SEAT . TRY TO SECURE ANY LOOSE 
PERSONAL EQUIPMENT (THERMOS BOTTLES, 
ATTACHE CASES, ETC.) AS THESE ITEMS MAY 
BECOME HAZARDOUS DURING A ROUGH LANDING. 
REMOVE ANY SHARP OBJECTS FROM YOUR POCKETS 
(PEN, PENCIL SETS, ETC.). ALSO REMOVE EYE 
GLASSES AND DENTURES, IF WORN. 

IN THE EVENT OF A FORCED LANDING, REMAIN IN 
YOUR SEAT UNTIL THE AIRCRAFT HAS COME TO A 
COMPLETE STOP! AT THIS TIME, YOUR CREW WILL 
ASSIST IN EVACUATION OF THE PASSENGERS.
